In the Notice of Defective Response, the Examiner states that the present application fails 
to comply with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1 .82 1-1 .825 for the following reasons: 

- Application did not submit a statement that the sequence information in the paper or 
compact disc copy of the sequence listing is identical to the sequence information in the 
computer readable form of the other application. 

In response, Applicants respectfully submit that 

- Sequence Listing in computer readable form (CRF) and a paper copy, and a Statement

In further response to the Notice, Applicant submit herewith a Sequence Listing which 
contains updated application information, both in CRF and paper form as well as a Statement 
that the sequence information contained in paper form is identical to the sequence information in 
the CRF, and well as the sequence listing does not contain any new matter. Also, Applicants 
request the specification be amended to include the sequence information. 

Applicants assert that this Response to the Notice of Defective Response and the 
enclosures are being timely filed on June 7, 2010, as June 6, 2010 was a Sunday, and that the 
enclosures bring the present application in full compliance with the requirements of 37 C.F.R. 
§§1.821-1.825. 

Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner acknowledge that the substitute 
Sequence Listing meets the requirements of 37 C.F.R. §§1.821-1.825 and that the Examiner 
enter the substitute Sequence Listing.
